program. As parents we have 
long been aware of the deep 
and lasting values taught by 
the bandmaster; we appreciate 
the opportunity of stating them 
publicly 

Music is, of course, the 
primary thing. And how won- 
derful it is to hear the resi- 


*. dent teen-ager grudgingly ad- 


mit that ‘Bach is Cool’’, to 
acknowledge that maybe there 
is a beatbeyond hard rock and 
to hear him humming a clas- 
Sical tune. Current music is 
fine and we want our students 
to enjoy it, but we are elated 
when, through teaching, they 
learn to look appreciatively 
at other worlds. Weareaware 
that our bandmaster has a 
classical music education 
surpassed by very few and we 
are grateful to the school bo- 
ard for making it possible for 
him to teach music theory and 
ippreciation, something never 
jone before in our band pro- 
gram The cultural enrich- 
ment to our children will be 
beyond price 

Of greatest importance tg 
us, however, are the mean- 
values learned andthe 
cter developed through 
participation in the band pro- 
ram. Self-discipline is the 
keynote. A bandsman must be 
willing to sacrifice time, other

Perspiration soaks 
their hair and rots the lining 
of their coats, but they sit- 
hour after hour as the tem- 
perature soars. They endure; 
they gripe about enduring; they 
learn they can endure andthen, 
suddenly, they rejoice intheir 
ability to endure that which is 
necessary for self-respect! 
‘Don’t you dare faint,’’ threa- 
tens the voice they obey, ‘‘But 
if you do, don’t fall on your in- 
strument. You'll oreak it.”’ 
Self control. The apility to ov- 
ercome their own weaknesses. 

They look with scornon po- | 
orly disciplined bands, those 
who travel in the comfort of 
cut-offs and halters and le- 
ave their busses to dress in 
service station rest rooms. A 
‘‘Marching Tiger’’ would miss 
the show rather than get offthe 
bus without being in full uni- 
form. (The mastery of the 
problem of 68 students dress- 
ing at one time in a school 
bus must be their crowning 
achievement!). They heap ri- 
dicule on bands with sloppily 
polished shoes and dirty 
horns. ‘‘No wonder they got 
a ‘'3’’ they didn’t polish the 
soles of their shoes.’’ They 
sound just like they look. As 
parents, unable to get them to 
clean or polish anything, 
we are amazed at their awa- 
reness of the value of the re- 
moval of dirt. We welcome 
the birth of pride. Pride in 
themselves, in their groupand 
in their leader, for we know 
that pride of performance 
is the foundation stone of self- 
respect. ' 

Loyalty is developed th- 
rough years of working and su- 
ffering and winning asagroup. 
Although they will fuss 
and fight among  them- 
selves they rally around any 
member attacked by an out- 
sider. They think of them- 
selves as a family and the ba- 
ndroom is *‘home.’’ They ne- 
ed the bandroom like they need 
oxygen. They come alive in 
the bandroom. Something a- 
bout its distinctive odor of re- 
sin, horn wax and dirty tennis 
shoes revives them Here 
they"are safe; here they are 
restored. They know and un- 
derstand the rules and they 
are secure. They run tothe 
bandroom with hurts of all ki- 
nds; they returntoitas alumni 
for the same purpose. They 
are happiest when they areall 
inside the bandroom and the 
door is closed against the rest 
of the world

dependability, promptness and 
initiative that are by-products 
of this program.

who bullies and badgers them 
to do more than they are ca- 
pable af doing, who pushes and 
pulls and refuses to allow them 
to settle for mediocrity and the 
easy way out? How do they 
feel about this man whose au- 
thoritative command to ‘‘Stop 
it! Behave,’’ forms the only 
discipline some ever know? 
They love him, completely and 
totally. They give him their 
complete adoration knowing he 
returns their devotion. As 
parents we are grateful that 
the adult they choose to em- 
ulate and love is a man we 
also admire, knowing that they 
will accept eagerly from him 
moral truths and values they 
would scoff at us for men- 
tioning. A very wise manonce 
said that when you find an a- 
dult who teaches your child 
the things you want him to 
learn, you have found a pearl 
of great price. We know the 
worth of our bandmaster. We 
smile knowingly at each other 
as our children mob him, tu- 
mbling over each other like 
a litter of puppies in their ea- 
gerness to be the closest one 
to him, each one wanting his 
full attention. And we marvel 
at his gentle patience with 
them. 

So they have learned love 
in the bandroom. Not the ch- 
eap, empty ‘‘make love, not 
war’’ type of thing, but a gr- 
adual unfolding of respect aud 
mutual understanding that hes 
deepened their maturity and 
given them a basis upon which 
to evaluate other people. And 
in a world of emotional inse- 
curities the ability to care de- 
eply about another human be- 
ing. is the beginning of. heal- 
ing. 

Not all students get all the 
benefits. But they all get 
something. And they usually 
benefit in direct proportion to 
their parents’ awareness of 
what good can come from the 
band program. These benefits 
once gained and values once 
learned are not soon forgotten. 
For as the drum beats echo 
down the years of the true 
bandsman’s life, so does his 
memory of band standards. 

I watched my tall, young 
lady daughter come toward me 
across the lobby of an elegant 
hotel and suddenly her de- 
mure walk turned into the 
drum major’s stride and I re- 
cognized the distant look in 
her eyes and I knew that in 
her mind she heard thedrums 
calling cadence and that inher 
heart she led ‘*The Marching 
Tigers’ still.
